Bernard, too, commenced
her season too early by keveral weeks, The woather
Hig been sultry, and many of the best patrons of the
opers have not yet returmed from thelr summer
jaunts. The absence of many faces famillar ne
yogular Opera-goOers Was very noticeable, and (it
would probably have made a number of dollars dif-
ference | tlie opening night had been fixed nearer
the first of October than the first of September.

Besides these conslderations, there are elements In
the company itsall that have militated In o greal
degroe against snccess, Some of the Wame of fall-
ure has been lald upon the shoulders of Mr. Henry
Prayton, the new baritone. This gentleman was
acensed of exhibiting a panorama in England during
the Rebelllon, in which he took s decidedly Robel
and British view of our situation, alluding to the
Northern people in sourrilous langnnge, anil other-
wise paving the way for an unpleasant ureetlug In
case fie should ever rovisit his native shores.  The
charge against Mr, Drayton appears to be pretty well
founded, and his rathor awkward denlaiy have only
made the matter worse. Mr, Drayton has proved
nimself 10 be o competent artist, and we dounbi
whether this disagreeable ailnir Nas in any groat
degree contribnted fo the TOn-fil-
cess of the troupe. We think, and we holleve,
that the majority of opera-goers think that Mr. Dra .
ton i8 nota person of suflicfent consequence to mok*
such 4 hubbub over, His politioal opinions are of n"
importance to the public} and so Jong ns he attend!
to his business on the stage, there are few person®
whose loyalty |8 of B0 sgETuvated & nature ns to
worry about him. We doubt, in fact, whether Mr.
Drayton has any political opinions. He exhibited a
ftebiel pauornma in England, snd spiced it with anti-
Union sentiments and abuse of the Northern people
becanse s puditors HEed that sort of thing ; and he
came here and sang rthe “Star-Spangled Banner” and
waved a tattered battle-Nag over his head at o
charity concert for exactly the same reason. All
this I8 not at all creditable to Drayton; but. as we
before remarked, hig political opinions are not of the
slighitest consequence.

the extreme, and the total lack of expression in her
singing 18 a defect that will prevent her from be-
coming a favorite. The balance of the company is
made np for the most part of members of the old
organization, and the Messrs, Penkes, Miss Mischka,
and others are reasonably efficleat In the lines of
business entrusted Lo them,

Of course the troupe hus sppeared under numer-
ond disadvantages during the past two weeks, and it
will take time 10 make them work togother in perfect
harmony. With the exception of Mr, Halgh and
Miss Ellermann,the combinuntion upyuurﬂ Lo he o rea-
sonably strong one, and atter [t has well settled
down to ita work, we do not doubt that it will be
able to render any of the works lu Mrs, Bernani's
gepertoire with good effect.
